Spanlah Kulc In th* l.adronei 

The islands were first discovered 
by Magellan in 1561, on his voyage 
around the globe, and it was his 
sailors that gave to them the name 
of Ladrones, or islands of the 
thieves, because of the thieving 
propensities ol the inhabitants. 
Since ibdS, the date of the Spanish 
subjugation, the group has been 
officially known as the Mariana 
Islands, so named in honor ot 
Maria .\nna, of Austria, widow Of 
King Philip IV. of Spain. 

The climate of the l^adrones, 
though humid, is salubrious. The 
heat, being tempereil liy the trade 
winds is milder than in the Philip- 
ines. The yearly mean tempera- 
ture at Guam is about 81 degrees 
Fahrenheit Angnst and Septem- 
ber are the warmest months, but 
the variations of temperature arc 
not great. .Among the useful veg- 
etable products are arcca and co- 
coanut palms, rice, maize, sugar, 
tobacco, cotton, indigo, bread 
fruit, bananas and castor beans. 
In consequence of the laziness ol 
the native population agriculture 
is almost entirely neglected, de- 
spite the exceptional advantages 
offered by climate a:id soil. 

MUed I'upulalloa ol the Ladrones 

The present population consists 
of descendants of the original in- 
habitants, called by the Spanish 
Chamorras, Tagal settlers from the 
Philipines and of a mixed race 
formeil by a union of Spaniirds 
with Chamorras. On the island 
of Saypan, about 150 miles north 
of of Guam, is a colony from the 
Carolines With the exception of 
these settlers, who arc active, the 
inhabitants are generally wanting 
in energy, of indifferent moral 
character and miserably poor. The 
native population at the time of 
the Spanish subjugation in t668 
was estimated at from 40,000 to 
bo, 000. Warfare against Spain 
and epidemics have been rcsponsi 
hie for the decrease in populatfon. 

The islanders once possessed a 
civilization of their own, which has 
been abandoned under Spanish 
rule, and the industries practiced 
by their forrlathers are forgotten. 

Agana, capital of the archipelago, 
is located on the northwest coast 
of Guam, and contains more than 
half the {topulation of the islands. 
The port is accessible only to small 
boats. There is postal connection 
with Manila once a year. Many po- 
litical prisoners have been banished 
to this rt gion. The Spanish Ciov- 
ernment of the islanils has been 
military, the garrison consisting of 
300 natives recruited by conscrip- 
tion. 

Spata'sOUMr lilaaSi, 

There ara two other groups of 
islands in the Pacific easterly from 
the Philipines, belonging to Spain 
The Caroline Islands lie almost di- 
rectly south of the Ladrones, and 
arc only from six to eight degrees 
north of the equator. The Peyew 
or Paloas Islands lie between the 
Carolines and the Philipines. The 
area of the Carolines and Paloas 
Islands together is 560 S(jiiarc 
miles, and the population is 36.000 
Neither the Caroline nor the Paloas 
Islands lie so direct!) m the route 
from Hawaii to Manila as does the 
island of Ciuam, which probably 
explains why the American fleet 
going to aid Admiral Dewey did not 
stop and take possession of then 
on the way.

Enfield Stevens Killed Instnntly 
by the Bursting of an 
Emery Wheel. 

Last Thursday evening ahout 
4 o'clock, a pall of gloom over- 
shadowed the city, when the start- 
ling news spread over the town 
that ^nfield Stevens had been in- 
stantly killed by the bursting of 
an emery wheel, while gumming a 
saw at his mill. A large crowd 
quickly collected and the details of 
the awfui nffair were soon learned 
as several men were present when 
it occurred. 

It seems that he had just rigged 
up a new ten-inch emery wheel to 
gum a circtdar saw and had partly 

Summed the saw when he told the 
reman to increaie the speed, 
which he did. > Just as he was about 
to touch the saw to the ( nury, the 
higli .;pue(l at which it was driven, 
oven ame its cohesive strength and 
caused it to burst to pieces with a 
loud report. One of these pieces, 
about one-fourth of the wheel, 
struck Mr. Stevens, who was with- 
in a few feet of the wheel, squarely 
in the face; and quickly ns a spark 
from the smiitin sh ( I, tlie slender 
thread of lifi' was snapped asurulcr. 

linTK 1(1 Stevens was born July 9, 
1862. ilc was the son of Mr. and 
Hrs. J. J. Stevens, now deceased, 
and all his life haa been a citizen 
of Hopkins county. About ten 
years since he married Miss Sallic 
Steele, with whom he liveil liappil) 
until his death. Two cliildren 
were born iinio them, hut both 
were claimed by the grim reaper. 
For many years, Mr. Stevens had 
been a zealous member of the 
Christian church, holding the office 
of deacon at the time of his death. 

For seven or eight years he had 
been a member of the AncK ut Or 
der of I'nitcd Workmen, and was 
the presiding ofTicer of that fra- 
ternity, in which he maintained a 
policy of fa,ooo. About five years 
since, at this organization u( the 
Golden Croaa at thia place, he be- 
came a member ol that order, in 
which he held a policy of .^1,000. 
Last winter he became a memher 
of the Masonic fraternity, nnd was 
an ardent member of ihu Mystic 
Tie. For sonu years past he had 
been in the lumber business in our 
city, and by his industry and hon- 
est dealing bad built up a good 
trade. 

The loss of siirii .1 nun can not 
be estimatcil. He will be missed 
in the ( hiirches, tlij; lodges, in busi- 
ness, in social circles, as a friend 
and neighlwr. He has gone to that 
reat which remains lor the children 
of God.
